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Diplazium aphanoneuron Ohwi, sp. nov.—Frons ca. 60 cm alta glabra, in 
sicco brunnescens; stipite 30-.40cm longo, firmo, ca. 3mm diam. supra basin praeter 
suicis 2 profundis teleti, Ievi, basi nigro-squamato; lamina ovata in ambitu, sim- 
pliciter -pinnata, axis 10-15cm longa, pinnis 5-7, omnibus aequalibus, pari infimo 
excepto alternis,. late lanceolatis vel anguste oblongis, firme herbaceis, integris 
praeter serratulis paucis in marginibus prope apicem, apice acuminatis, basi paui- 
lulo inaequilateris. et acutis, margine parum recurvis, 15-18 cm longis, 3-4.5cm 
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latis, costa prominula praesertim in pagina superiori, venis invisibilibus, semel bis 
ter dichotome divisis, venulis parallels, approximatis, inter se ca. 1-1.5 mm dis-

1) Lonicera strophiophora Franchet form, lancifolia Hayashi, form. nov.-Folia 

lanceolata vel oblongato-oblonga 2.5-9 cm longa 0.7-2.7 cm lata, nervis laterali¬ 
bus 7—15—jugis, supra hirsuta, subtus dense pilosa. 

Nom. Jap. Hosoba-Aragehyotanboku (nov.)-Hab. in Hondo, Prov. Shina- 

no; Kamikochi (Yasaka Hayashi, June 20, 1955, typus in Herb. Gov. For. 

Exp. Sta.) 

The plant can be distinguished from the typical form by the following charac¬ 
ters ; leaves oblong or Ianceotate, pilose with long soft whitish-gray hairs. 

2) Hydrangea involucrata Sieb. form, sterilis Hayashi, form, nov.——Flores omnes 

neutri singuli.-Nom. Jap. Temari-Tama’azisai (nov.)-Hab. in Hondo, 

Prov. Sagami; Mt. Tanzawa (Yasaka Hayashi, Aug. 15, 1955, typus in Herb. 
Gov. For. Exp. Sta.) 

The flowers are all neutral and single. 
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
